Shanghai Consulate General, I have been 
thrown into the clutches of Chinese police 
and militarists, confined under distross- 


ing. circumstances for fifteen days add 


my preperty, which cost me 825,000 has 
Teens level y distrained. :T contend that 
the refusal of the American” Consul 
General to register me was and is illegal 
and that I have suffered ‘losses. of Tis. 
2,000 and 825,000 in actual cash invested, 
and have been deprived of my income 
drom a business that was netting me more 
than 81,000 a month and daily growing 
more prosperous. All these misfortunes 
have come upon me-through deprivation 
of my rights as an American citizen and 
the absolute inability of the Chinese to. 
net according fo law and justice as we 
Americans understand those terms. Now: 
that the, Chinese are «agitating - so 
strongly to revise the treaties securing 
the lives and property ‘of foreigners and 
get the foreigners under their control, 
it behoves Congress to examine closely 
the Chinese claims.as‘to their ability to 
deal justir and legally with the strangers! 
within .t .1r gates. Therefore I am | 
presenting my case in extenso so that 
the acta of the Chinese can be equated : 
against their specious promises. What! 
has-happened to me may and’ doubtless:
